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city gov't tune in?

The musicians in Montreal's 
Métro system are playing to an 
entirely new tune. Last week ci- 
ty judge Louis Léger ruled that 
the present by-law prohibiting 
the use of radios and power 
operated instruments in the 
metro is too vague. 

The type of music played by 
the artists and the type of in- 
struments they commonly use, 
he added, are not covered under 
the existing by-law. 

Nonetheless, over the last five 
months the Métro musicians 
had been playing their music 
under the surveillance and 
'pressure tactics of the MUO 
police; resulting often in pro-' 
vocations, fines and several ar- 
rests. With the court ruling, the 
musicians have a temporary 
reprieve from restrictions. 

Despite its silver linings the 
court decision has now led the 



Montréal Urban Community 
Transit Commission (MUCTQ 
to seek new policies to regulate 
live music performances in the 
metro. The MUCTC is con- 
sidering one new regulation 
designed to limit the number of 
musicians in the Métro and 
specify in which stations they 
can play.. 

Modelled after a similar law 
now in use in Toronto's subway 
system, a maximum number of 
16 musicians would be selected 
from public auditions and once 
chosen would obtain a 
12-month playing license for 
S 100. 

Jacques Bouvrette, MUCTC 
general manager for operations 
said "some type of regulation is 
necessary for the underground 
musicians. We're not going to 
have an unlimited number of 
people playing wherever they 



The president of A.M.I.M. 
(Association des musiciens 
itinérents du Métro) Michel 
Grégoire was concerned about 
the. new regulations being con- 
sidered by the MUCTC. "To 
restrict a large number of musi- 
cians from practicing their art, 
while they arc earning a subsis- 
tent living is an unnecessary and 
injust limitation." 

AMIM's- organizers have 
issued a public petition in sup- 
port of live music, demanding 
guarantees of playing time for 
the 40 musicians performing 
regularly in Mohfréal's 53 
Métro stations. 

The petition which they 
began in mid- January has close 
to 1 1 ,000 signatures and will be 
formally presented to MUCTC 
officials in the upcoming weeks 
when meetings with AMIM 
organizers are scheduled. Ac- 
cording to Grégoire "in addi- 



tion to the colour and creativity 
of live music, the mere presence 
of playing musicians has work- 
ed as a deterrent to crime and 
violence in the Métro." 

In a random poll carried out 
at the McGill Métro station the 
Daily asked 100 public transit 
commuters whether they sup- 
port live metro music. 88 per 



cent of respondents favoured 
the musicians. 

At the Berri de Montigny sta- 
tion guitarist Michel Guy said 
"the common public reaction is 
positive and appreciative. We're 
often told that our music is 
more uplifting than the 
monotonous tones of Métro 
muzak".

; Vancouver Five protest-

A Montréal-bascd citizens' 
group will demonstrate today 
against what it considers to be 
unfair media coverage of 
several Vancouver residents ar- 
rested January 20th. 

Formed last month. Citizens 
for Survival is a self-funded 
defence committee for the five 
activists charged with urban 
guerilla offences in British Col- 
umbia. Members will march in 
front of the Gazette office at 
250 St-Antoine west to protest 
biased coverage of the B.C. 
case. 

The Vancouver Five arc 
charged in connection with the 
May bombing of a B.C. Hydro 
substation, fire-bombing three 
Rcd-Hot Video outlets, con- 
spiracy, possession of pro- 
hibited and restricted weapons 
and stolen property. 

"We're doing it in front of 
The Gazette because they've 
published the most biased 
stories in . Montréal on this 
issue," said the founder of 
Citizens for Survival, a former 
McGill student who wished to 
remain anonymous. 

Bryan Demchinsky, a copy 
editor on The Gazette's national 
desk, said he often relies on the 



accuracy of wire service stories. 

"We don't have the staff to 
cover everything ourselves," he 
said. 

According to Canadian 
University Press (CUP)", a Van- 
couver source said the Toronto 
Star misrepresented him. He 
was quoted saying he was 
establishing a defence commit- 
tee for the accused. "There will 
not be anything called a defence 
committee," he said. "There 
will be a support group commit- 
tee after the court appearance." 

Asked whether Citizens for 
Survival approved the activists' 
alleged acts, the group's 
founder said, "They (the Van- 
couver Five) are entitled to a 
fair trial no matter what. We 
don't support Direct Action 
(the activists who claimed 
responsibility for the Litton 
bombing in Toronto last Oc- 
tober). And we don't support 
the Wimmin's Fire Brigade (a 
B.C. group who claimed 
responsibility for the fire- 
bombings of two Red Hot 
Video outlets)." 

Eve Altrows, a Citizens for 
Survival member, said she is 
worried tfie media's biased 
coverage of the Vancouver Five

•Throughout Québec, the pro- 
test against bill 111 is heating 
up. A communiqué released 
Friday by over J 5 students' 
associations in this province 
said, "The position of the 
government, through the im- 
position of these bills, is clear: 
signed contracts will not be 
respected; concerns about the 
affects of the decrees on the 
quality of services will not be 
heeded; the long-term needs of 
the users of education, health 
and social services will be ig- 
nored. In the face of these at- 
tacks on our social institutions 
and on fellow citizens, we can- 
not remain neutral. These Bills 
attack the quality of study, 
work and life as well as the 
basic principles of democracy 
and justice."

•A recent meeting between the minister for Health and 
Welfare, Monique Bégin, and a Montréal-bascd working 
women's advocacy collective proved unproductive. 

Although Bégin sympathises with Action travail des fem- 
mes' grievances against the federal government, the group has 
not' yet received official feedback on the results of their lobby- 
ing and no questions have been raised in the House of Com- 
mons. 

Last spring, Action travail des femmes took their suit 
against the Department of Employment and Immigration to 
the Canadian Human Rights Commission. Federal refusal to 
train women for non-traditional jobs, the collective said, was 
discriminatory. 

The. government defended its stance claiming there were 
surpluses of trained people in these job categories. Yet 
departmental statistics show that competition is tougher for 
clerical jobs than for blue-collar workers. 

Solange Vincent, an Action travail collective member, 
hinted this most recent silence from Ottawa meant "she 
(Bégin) hasn't got much power there."

The shelter will be an overnight emergency facility. 

Auberge Madeleine will have room for 15-20 women and 
will provide food, shelter and clothing for a maximum stay of 
two weeks. It is designed as a secure place where women' can 
receive support during times of emotional and/or economic 
instability. 

Organisers of Nazareth House, a men's shelter, plan to 
open an overnight shelter for homeless women next winter. 
The group has been given a downtown rooming house for five 
years.

PQ suicide 



It is a.rare occasion when we get to see our government 
load a pistol, put it to its temple and blow its brains out in 
public. 

With the introduction of an almost unbelievable - level of legal repression 
against striking teachers foreseen in Bill 111, which one French editorialist last 
week called "the most odious and authoritarian emergency law ever submitted to 
the National Assembly", the Parti Québécois government has effectively com- 
mitted political suicide. 

The Common Front's resistance to the unilateral shredding of collective 
bargaining rights by the government along with wage rollbacks and drastic 
deteriorations in working conditions is only natural. Whether one agrees with the , 
labour movement's proposals or not, that trade unions do not willfully submit to 
their own destruction is to be expected. That they will fight, whether legally or il- 
legally, the government's attempts to turn the clock back to the quasi-medieval 
era of Maurice Duplessis in terms of social services and labour relations is a 
foregone conclusion. _ 

The surprise is that the PQ, first elected with major union support in Nov. 1976 
on a platform of "favourable bias to the workers", has from the start gone out of 
its way to attack, weaken, and now perhaps eliminate many democratic rights 
and social programmes and services that would not exist if it hadn't been for the 
great labour battles of the '60s and early '70s. In the PQ's logic, if it can get rid of 
the unions by any means, however arbitrary and authoritarian, the programme of 
"blind cutbacks" in the quantity and quality of educational, health and social 
services that the population needs will be much simpler to enact. 

Faced with a social and economic crisis of unprecedented proportions in 
Québec, with some IS per cent of the working population without a job (official 
statistic) and à youth unemployment rate of some 25-28 per cent, with close to 
one quarter of the population surviving below the poverty level, with factories 
closing and high budget deficits, the PQ has made a political choice that is at best 
cynical, and at worst disastrous in its consequences. 

One of the government's main arguments in its offensive against the public sec- 
tor is that it must recuperate monies from the unions to finance the deficit and 
launch job creation programmes. The government argued this was the only way 
to help alleviate the social misery of a large portion of the population, the more 
than one half million jobless, the' hundreds of thousands on welfare, and those 
without the "privileges" of adequate job security, adequate pension schemes, 
adequate health provisions. 

Strange logic: first increase social inequalities and hurt the population. by 
creating havoc in social welfare, health and more particularly our educational ser- 
vices through harsh cutbacks and massive layoffs, diminish demand in the 
economy by arbitrarily rolling back wages of 325,000 public workers and 
employees, which will increase the unemployment rate in the already decimated 
private sector, then promise to create some jobs and bring it back down again. 

With logic like that, it is small wonder that the PQ systematically alienated 
almost every single union, student association, women's group, community ac- 
tion and poor peoples' group (groupe populaire) and immigrant rights associa- 
tion. No wonder the PQ has only 25% support in the opinion polls. "Impoverish- 
ment for the many, transfer of wealth upwards to the few" has become a 
deliberate economic policy. Unilaterally, the government is overriding 
democratic rights and the rules of the collective bargaining game as a political 
platform. This combination has never been very popular. 

Bill 1 1 1 is but the culmination of a way of governing that has endangered our 
legitimate rights to quality education and social services. 

Last Thursday, 18 student associations met at McGill to organize a protest 
against the bill and its consequences for the future of education and civil rights. 
Wednesday, February 23rd, they plan a march from Carré.St. Louis at 1:30 p.m. 
to the Ministry of Education, demanding the removal of the bill and a return to 
face-to-face negotiations. Our Student Society Executive has taken .the initiative 
in this campaign and deserves the support of students concerned with the govern- 
ment's attack on the school system and our job prospects in the province. We 
should march to show we object.

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Hypnocracy is a far more difficult 
concept to explain than to understand. 
Since the founding of the Tangerine 
Hypnocracy, many people have 
discovered the hypnocratic spirit within 
themselves, and within others. Yet, there 
is no satisfactory explanation for hyp- 
nocracy. It is as if hypnocracy itself wills 
that its initial impact on those who 
discover it be a realisation that the 
unspoken exists before the word used to 
express it. 

The word hypnocracy must originally 
have been drawn from the Greek roots 
"hypnos" meaning^leep, and 
"kratos", which means strength or 
authority. Its original definition is, "Is 
hypnocracy not the desire to know what 
it is?" The fact that these dissimilar ex- 
planations define facets of hypnocracy 
illustrates. the diversity of hypnocratic 
aims, means, and motivations, and of 
hypnocrats themselves. 

The word hypnocracy, as used by the 
Tangerine Hypnocracy, has two general 
senses, the philosophical and the 
organisational. Of these, the 
philosophical is central, for the 
organisation could not exist without 
hypnocratic people. 

In its philosophical sense, hypnocracy 
is essentially a concept of communal 
orientation. The intriniscally . unique 
flavour and qualities of the individual 
arc enhanced by the synergy of the 
whole as the whole is enhanced by the in- 
dividual; collective camaraderie moves 
the whole in a positive direction. Hyp- 
nocracy is largely altruistic in direction, 



and even more importantly, in motivia- 
tion — but all hypnocrats actively realise 
that they stand to personally and com- 
munally benefit by their hypnocracy. 
This mercenary edge to hypnocratic 
altruism provides much homour, and is 
a key part of the allure of hypnocracy. 

Organised hypnocracy can only be 
understood in relation to philosophical 
hypnocracy, as a medium for its inspira- 
tion. Inherent in any organisation of 
hypnocratic individuals is the flexibility 
to follow individual vision and motiva- 
tion. Organised hypnocracy diffères 
from bureaucracy in that it exists of its 
members, taking its overall direction 
from their encompassing philosophy 
and its individual directives from their 
diverse interests. 

Due to the nature of hypnocracy, the 
actions of the Tangerine Hypnocarcy 
necessarily express the communal 
societal concept of philosophical hyp- 
nocracy. By a program like 'Adopt a 
Grandparent', or a party with live music 
instead of records, We say more than just 
"Elderly and students both benefit from 
knowing each other," or, "McGill 
students have within their community 
means of entertainment." We also say 
that all have appreciable qualtitcs to 
contribute, and that we progress and 
create avenues of progress by sharing 
what we can offer. 

Is hypnocracy not the desire to have 
the world enjoy it?

Ghindi wronged 

To The Daily: 

It has been my experience to note that the 
most frequent contact the west has with the 
Third World Is through our most myopic 
media, that of television, rather than an ex- 
aminaton of that segment of humanity's 
achievements. Misrepresenting the actual 
situation fosters uninformed and narrow- 
minded analysis as Illustrated by the criti- 
que written by Julian Samuel In the Daily 
(Jan. 27th) for the film "Gandhi." . 

What concérned me were several Inac- 
curate and misleading descriptions of 
Mahatma Gandhi's role in the events leading 
to Indian independence. First of all. to sug- 
gest that Gandhi "manipulated religion tor 
the ln|ection ol political passivity" is to 
belittle the importance ol religion In the lives 
ol Indians'. Hinduism. In 4000 years, has 
developed into a way of life and belief, not 
merely a technique ol worship. Gandhi serv- 
ed to awaken the spirit ol non-violence and 
peace present in all Hindus since this con- 
cept is a cornerstone ol Hindu philosophy. 

Mr. Samuel's comment that Gandhi used 
his fists to suppress various liberation 
forces is quite Inaccurate. At this time 
(1942). the civil disobedience movement 
was directed towards the British and to use 
such a tactic relied upon the courage and 
faith ol the people who followed him, which 
in this case the Indian people as a whole 
provided. Gandhi noted that the two major 
violent uprisings to that dale against the. 
British were entirely unsuccessful (the In- 
dian army revolt In 1857 and the rebellion 
organised by Subash C. Bose in 1942). 
Violence at any rate was not the answer. 

Above all. Gandhi was a social reformer 
who went beyond any government and ap- 
pealed to the Indian masses; he sought to 
identify with eighty per cent ol people who 
form the great fraternity ol rural dwellers. 
Alter Independence, he continued to re- 
nounce ail symbols of materialism and 
relused to accept any public office. His 
ultimate aim was to work tor the people ol a 
nation rather than the government ol a na- 
tion. Never did Gandhi support "the Raj and 
other heads ol Princely States" against the 
untouchables. In point of fact, throughout 
his lile, he insisted that they be be given an 
equal part In the government and the normal 



affairs of the country. Gandhi always main- 
tained that India should remain a complete 
entity elth all Hindu sects, Muslims, Sikhs, 
and Christians living as one culture. As Gan- 
dhi 'said. "I am endeavoring to show my 
countrymen that violent non-cooperation on- 
ly multiplies evil and that as evil can only be 
sustained by violence, withdrawl of support 
of evil requires complete abstention from 
evil . ' ' This proposal was so unlike the many 
others that did advocate violence that the In- 
dia of the 1940's took notice and as a result, 
achieved nationhood. - 

I am quite disappointed that Mr. Samuel, 
and Indeed the Dally, support a view that so 
obviously understates the true nature of one 
of the most genuine and selfless men ol 
modern time. I sincerely hope that the 
readers of this letter recognise the justifiable 
pride the Indian community has for Mahat- 
ma Gandhi and the way he fulfilled his goal.

"Stalin and Jesus" letter 

ThB article, "Stalin and Jesus" by Pat 
Shannon (education), printed In the Hyde 
Park column, January 26th, Is grossly inac- 
curate. Shannon portrays a lady on campus 
as a Catholic pamphleteer, working out of 
Newman 'place', in order to contrast her 
with a representative of the Communist Par- 
ty of Canada and with lence-sittlng 
students. The Christian In question, 
however, is neither Catholic, nor is she af- 
filiated with Newman Centre. 

Furthermore, Shannon states that 
Catholics, on the whole, though they don't 
condone, must accept and ("recent 
statements by Bishops aside") endure the 
world as it is. This clause referring to the 
bishops belies her own argument. Bishops, 
as well as numerous priests and members of 
the laity, have spoken out vociferously on 
economic and political problems. This re- 
cent critique with its christian perspective 
has a long history dating back Irom the very 
foundations of Christianity. Aside Irom the 
bishop's statements, there Is an ongoing 
active movement tor social justice In Canada 
and around the world. There have been 
many men and women, Protestants and 
Catholics, giving their lives - sometimes 
literally - in service ol the poor, the sick, 
and all disadvantaged people. Jean Vanier, 
Teresa of Calcutta, the Berrigan brothers, 
are merely the more recent and well-known 
examples. 

There is another, disturbing aspect ot 
Shannon's article. The tendency fo reduce 
living people, two women on lower campus, 
to stereotyped caricatures is a sign ol sloppy 
thinking. The arguments How Irom aVThis 
lady is a Catholic, and b)She supports the 
status quo, to c)Catholics desire the status 
quo and are inactive members of society. 
Theso statements are illogical and are talse 
in Iheir premises, In their tacts, and in their 
conclusions. To label people and then to 



deal with the category In which you have 
placed them is, above all, inhuman, it is 
frightening to think that this education stu- 
dent may spread such habits of mind In our 
already tottering education system. 

There Is. however, one truth that emerges 
from Shannon's descriptive prose. She 
quotes Orwell's statement that "The 
Catholic and the Communist are alike in 
assuming as opponent cannot be bolh 
honest and intelligent." Of course, this may 
not only be true of Orwell's and Shannon's 
Catholics and Communists, but of most peo- 
ple. Therefore, one may assume Shannon's 
lack ol research Into the background ol the 
Christian lady and Into the present reality of 
the Roman Catholic social stance convicts 
Shannon herself of either unconclous ig- 
norance of, more alarmingly, of conscious 
dishonesty In perpetrating harmful mlsinlor- 
mation and restrictive stereotypes.

More likely, 
Mr. Fleishman Is indulging in negative 
stereotyping and, perhaps, Is commenting 
on the values of a few Jews to whom he is 
close. Indeed, one cannot help but wonder 
about Mr. Fleishman's own values when he 
cites, as justification for the so-called "Jap 
Handbook", that it can "make money for 
the author." 

If there do exist poor Jews, as Mr. 
Fleishman acknowledges despite himself, 
and if by "Japs" one means rich Jewish 
women whom Mr. Fleishman would concede 
do not fall Into the category ol "Jap". Yet 
poor Mr. Fleishman is still a bachelor. Do 
even thenon-'Jap' "Jewish girls" - which 
one assumes includes women - do even 
they "avoid" Mr. Fleishman? Or is it really 
Mr. Fleishman who "abhors" Jewish 
women - rich or poor? of course Mr. 
Fleishman gives part ol the game away 
when, rather Identify himself as a Jew, he 



prefers the notorious phraseology, "I was 
born of Jewish parents." (Speaking ol 
holding "at arms length!") 

The other part of the game Is his ar- 
rogance, his penchant for hyperbole and 
stereotyping, and his condescending at- 
titude toward women, all of which, it is true, 
may have led some women to "avoid" him. 
I would suggest that a bit of ethnotherapy 
and men's conclousness raising would do 
Mr. Fleishman more good than to Haunt his 
minoritarian complexes and misogyny in 
public. 

As for the "Jap Handbook" controversy, 
used by Mr. Fleishman as a pretext lor hes 
personal remarks, I applaud the decision of 
the Dslly to withhold advertising tor such of- 
fensive material.

We agree that lesbian rights are an issue 
which deserves attention. However, we 
disagree with Ms. Pritzker's assertion that 
this issue must be a priority of the feminist 
movement. Her "fatal flaw" is Implicitly 
associating feminism with heterosexuality. 
She speaks several times of "lesbian and 
feminist women" as though the two are an 
tagonistic. Feminism works to achieve full 
equality for women. Period. Sexual orienta 
tion seems to us to be Irrelevent in the con 
text of the feminist movement. Feminists 
need not, and perhaps should not, be 
responsible (or lesbian concerns. 01 course, 
lesbians rights as women deserve no less 
attention within the movement. Lesbians 
like black women, are subject to a double 
prejudice. But,' just as black women have 
dealt with their concerns through both 
'feminist and civil rights movements, anti 
lesbian prejudice ought to be tackled 
(through a combination ol feminist and 
I homosexual rights movements: specifically, 
the women's aspect through the former and 
■the homosexual aspect through the latter 
The antagonism Ms. Pritzker sees between 
•gays and lesbians is Itself a problem that 
must be resolved so that this channel can be 
effectively utilised to combat anti-lesbian 
prejudice. 

Since Ms. Pritzker rejects the aid ol men 
In furthering feminst alms (in a previous let 
ter to the Daily on the subject of the walk 
home service), it Is strange that she 
demands the aid of heterosexual women In 
furthering the lesbian cause! While the 
Women's Union does not presently em 
phaslze lesbian concerns, it obviously sees 
them as an issue, which, as she point out. it 
has addressed. 

We certainly support both homosexual 
and feminist movements, but to combine 
them is to cloud the Issue.

Football hero put away

Eugene Morris used to tuck a 
bail under his arm, gather his 
legs beneath him and lift roar- 
ing throngs from their seats. 

They dubbed this Miami 
Dolphin football player "Mer- 
cury". He was blessed with 
skills reserved for very few. He 
possessed the strong will found 
in those who grasp for 
greatness. 

Mercury was a slashing, 
dashing runner of moves and 
might. He played with a daring 
that took its toll on his body — 



he suffered many injuries. Merc 
carried his hell-bent-for-leather 
style beyond the white lines of 
the gridiron. His involvements 
with those who cruise in the fast 
lane proved to be his ruin. 

Morris was convicted of co- 
caine trafficking and sentenced 
to twenty years in jail. Twenty 
years for dealing coke would 
seem unjust since the precedents 
of sentences are usually much 
shorter — especially for stars.

They had others 
in custody for queslionning, 
notably former Miami stars 
Larry Czonka. and Jim Kiick 
along with former Dolphin Don 
Reese, later of the Saints. Reese 
was later accused of selling hun- 
dreds of thousands of dollars 
worth of coke to George Rogers 
and a host of other New Orleans 
players. 

All were indicted on con- 
spiracy charges and linked with 
organized crime in an interna- 
tional smuggling ring." This 
bunch sang their sad song and 
plea bargaining reached auction 
proportions as time was traded 
for information. Butch and 
Sundance, as they were known a 
decade earlier, are found roam- 
ing free beneath the Florida sun 
while Morris languishes in 
prison. 

Merc has admitted to know- 
ing people "the courts would be 
interested in" He says he won't 
talk. The courts arc using 
pressure tactics to encourage 
him to change his mind. In 
essence, a life sentence is a 
method of pursuasion. 

The courts have offered Mor- 
ris an alternative. They say 
"sing and you fly." However, 
some would take a critical view 
of Morris' vocal career. They 
say ("sing and you die." 

Morris rests uncomfortably 
between two intolerable alter- 
native^. Dolphins can't fly — 
they can only swim or drown. 
The courts know that. Obvious- 
ly, they arc guilty of torment. 

Dade County's legal system is 
trying to get Mercury to talk. 
Clearly, they don't care about 
the human cost involved in 
achieving their goal.
